Ifuppofe I need not urge to the higefU" 
ous Reader the Ufefulnefs of the^ SubJeSf^ 
m)hich is the moji immediate Concern of all^ 
being of that ^eat Importofice m e^ery 
Ctrcumjiance of Lifcy that it isjuJllycaU 
ledy Firmamentum Belli, & Ornamen-^ 
turn Pacis. It isy as Sir Robert Cot-»» 
ton calls ity The PuKe of the Common- 
wealth i Wealth in euery Kingdom being 
one of the effentlal Marks of their Greats 
nefs 5 and that is bejl exprejfed in the 
Meafure and Purity of their Monies. 
Hence it ^as that Jo long as the Roman 
Empire held up their Qlary and Greatnejs, 
they e'ver mavntainedy luith little or no 
ChangCy the * Standard of their Cm ; fo 
the Steps by ^hich that State declined, 
nvere "vijibly knonvny mojl by the gradual 
iteration of their Coin 5 and there is no 
fmer Symptom of a Confumption in State, 
than the Corruption in the Money. And

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this ni>e may trace through the R^sgitf of 
our former Kings ; fome of ^ham indeed 
nvere reduced to the Necejflty of caunte^ 
vancmg hafe Money j hut for the moji fart^ 
fo equally hath the Puhlick Faith heen main^ 
tahed in^atters of Money y that herein our 
Kings do incotnparably outjhine all other 
Princes and States of Europe ; and it is 
held for one glorious Mark of the equita- 
ble Government of this Kingdom : For all 
raijing of the Price, or ahafing the Mat- 
ter of Money y for the Prince's Gain, is a 
great Grie<vance and Burden upon the Peo- 
ple. And it is a ^vulgar Error y that Princes 
can gi've "what Value they pleafe to Gold 
and Sihery nvhich ivill retam the fame 
.Proportion towards other ThingSy nvhicb 
the general Confent of other Nations gi^ve 
unto them. So that let the cxtrinfick 
Value he ^hat it ivilly there is jHll the 
intrinfick Valuey according to nxhich the 
§ifantity of every thing to he bought there- 
'with is fiatedy and fuch a Proportum of 
Commodities will he exchanged for it, and 
confequently all ihingSy either for NeceJ/ity 

or 
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i w Phafure^ nvHl he inhanced. But to 
I return to our Bujinefs. 

It is to he lamented that ive han^e not a 

F eampleat Hijlory of our Englifli Coins, 

f nvith exaU Draughts of each Numerical 

y Viece, hecaufe no part of the Antiquities 

cf this Kingdom hanje heen fo much ne^ 

leBedy hy nvhich Means fo fe^ Pieces 

z ha^ve heen preferred, that it nwuU have 

heen forgot hy this time 'what fort of Mo- 

ney ivas in ufe thefe tivo lajl Centuries ^ or 

even hefore the MilPdy 'were it not for the 

few Ingenious amongfl us. 

Indeed one would think the Love that 
every one hears to his Country ^ and natu- 
ral Curio fity^ were fuffcient to excite Men 
to fear ch into the Antiquities of their na^ 
tPveComtry \ hut hy an Infatuation peculiar 
to usy noe ffreedily hunt after the moji fo- 
reign^ nMlfi we have an ample Field to 
emfioy us nearer Home. With what inde^' 
fatigaUe Pains and great Expence will 
Menp$t tbemf elves tOy in colleBing a Se- 
ries if the mtient Monies of all other Na^ 

tionsy 
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tianfy njjhilfi nve ha've hardly one camplea^ 
of our awn Country? So that nvhilft iy^ 
are n^ery knowing in the Antiquities of the 
Greeks W Romans, ^e can hardly gwe 
a tolerable Account of our awn : Which 
made the late Duke of Tufcany to fay^ 
^ That he could gi've a hetter Account of 
*^ England, than mojl of the Englifh that 
*^ came to his Court.'* 

It is to this Delicatefle, this foreign 
Tajley then^ together njjith the pernicious 
Cujlom of clipping and melting downy the 
Scarcity of old Money is wholly to he at- 
tributed i infomuchy that the hammer d 
Gold Coins "which "were made in the Reigns 
of the fe^veral Kings and ^ensy from Ed- 
ward I. inclujivelyy till the beginning of 
the Reign of King Charles IL ( nvhich 
"would amount to an incredible SuMy if they 
nvere all in being) are quite ^arajbedy ex- 
cept "what are preferred by theCurious. And 
the like Fate has attended all the hammer d 
Silver Money y that "was made before the 
Reigi of ^en Elizabeth, a very fe^ 

only 
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mly excepted \ althd the latter ivouU a- 
mount to many Millions^ if they "were all 
nam in being. 

Seeing then how much has been lojl by a 
hng Incuriojityy it is the more necejfary to 
frefer've intire the Antiquities njjhich re- 
mam J and I am glad to obferwe^ there is 
hopes it njjill be ^e&ually done by an in- 
genious Society of Britifli Antiquarians y 
that hawe united themfehes to fearch out, 
and preferve from Oblivion, the "vener able 
Remains of their Native Country. Such a 
Society y founded upon the honourable Mo ^ 
tiue of a true Lave for their Conntry, de- 
fer've the Praife of all Engliihmen ; and 
it is to be hoped they will proceed m fo 
laudable an Undertaking with Zeal and 
Harmony. It is from fuch a Body the 
World muji expeB a compleat , Hijlory of 
Englifh Coinsy or at leafl from their Af^ 
JiJlancCy who may enable fome one to com^ 
pleat fuch a Worky which the World can-: 
not eocpeU to recei've perfeB from a Jingle 
Hand.

Lthough it has been much 
cdntroverted amongfl: the 
Leaiaed, whether the an- 
tient Britons had any Mo- 
ney, yet it is juftly be- 
lievld by (bme Authors, that in the 
eailieft Times, when Money was iirft 
coin'd in this Mand, it was both of 
Gold and Silver, wherein there was 
A litde. 
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Little or no Allay ; and this has been 
confirm'd by divers pieces of fiich like 
Money dug up in different Parts of 
this Kingdom, which have been allow'd 
to be Brkifi, whereof we fee divers in 
Camhden. Indeed fbme Authors have 
quoted Cafar to prove the contrary j 
but as an ingenious Perlbn has oblerv*d, 
* Cafar s Words are^ Numrno utuntur 
par^vo ^ aneo : Nor can I fee ((ays he) 
any Reafon to doubt of BritiJB Coins 
of all forts of Metal, till fome fliall in- 
form me whofe Coins thofe are which 
Mr. Camhden and other Writers take xo 
i)e Britijh. This was the more andent 
ftate of Money in Britain j but in pro- 
cess of Time it being found conve- 
nient to have a proportion of bafcr 
Metal mixt with the pure Gold 
and Silver, the Word Sterling was in- 
troduc'd, deriv'd, as fome will have it, 
from Eajierlingy a Standard ufed by 
the Merchants trading hither from the 
Eaftern Parts, or from thofe Eafier'

But thefc Opinions are confuted 
by a late learned Author, who prove* 
that the Eafierlmgs had no Silver Mo- 
ney amongft chem till the middle or 
die thirteenth Century, Co that confe- 
quently we could not have our firft 
Refiners fi:om thence ; but affirms, that 
the words Sterlms and VeHarmi Were 
both indifFerendy ufed to (ignify that 
Imall Peice of Money which our Kings 
then coin'd, with little Amulets or 
Stars in each Quarter of the Reverfe*

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As to the Antiquity of the Word a- 
mongft us, it is a ftrgng'dilJHite amongft 
our Antiquarians, whether it-ht any 
older than the Reign o^ Hemy II.

Sterling (denoting the goodne^ or de- 
gree of finenefs) was not known in the 
Time of the Conqueror, in regard 
there areno mention thereof in DoomT- 
day Book, which values every Manour

This Prince (as appears by the RedEdwaidi 
Book in the Exchequer) [atnongft other "* "'*' 
;reat Atchievements of his mod pru- 
lent Government", left that of reftor- 
ing and eftablifliing good Monies for 
the Ufe of the People, to recommend 
his Name to fuhCeqaent Generations. 
He ient for Mr. William de Tumemire, 
and his Brother Peter, and others, from 
MarfeiUesy and one Frifcohaldf and his 
Companions from Florence, and em- 
ploy'd them in the working Money, 
which Money, as appears by the faid 
Book, was made in this manner : Firft 
it was caft from the melting Pot into 
long Bars ; tho(e Bars were cut with 
Sheers into fquare Peices of exa£t 
Weights J then with the Tongs and 
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Hammer they were foigd into a round 
Shapes after which they were Uanch'd* 
(that is, made white <x refulg^t by 
Dealing or bcxling } and aherwards 
ftanip'd or imprelTed with an Hammer 
to make them perfecb Money. Fa: 
the coining of this Money he had 
thirty Fiunaces at LonJom, eight at 
Canterhury (befides diree the Arcbbifhop

REX, 16 p6, of this Money I have 
3 Groat lyox, tho' the King died in 
^anuaiyy 1701-1. It is very much 
to the Honour of this King, that he 
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removed the greateft Abufe in the Mo- 
ney that was ever known in En^andj 
at a Time of the greateft Danger and 
Expence, with very litde Grievance to 
the People, by recoining the Money, 
that had been clipp'd to that degree, 
that a Half Crown would fcarce weigh 
a Shilling. For this Piupofe, befides 
the Mint in the Tboiw, where fix Pref- 
(es wefe wrought, there were other 
Mints ere<Sbed in the mofl populous 
and trading Cities, i«5. Tork, (where 
alone was coin'd 3115x0/.) ChefteTf 
Norwich, Briftol and Exeter, to pre- 
vent the Inconveniencies that might 
happen to Trade in the mean time ; 
and fi:6m the Year 1691. to the 14th 
of Augufi 1 69J. there was no lefs than 
eight Millions four Hundred Thou- 
{and Pounds of this clipp'd and ham- 
mcr'd Money brought to the feveral 
Mints in London and the Country. 
The Pieces coin'd at the aforefaid Pla- 
ces, were mark'd with the initial Let- 
ters of che Cities, Amio 1696, 16 ^-j. 
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as Y, or y for Tork, c Chejler, Sec. 
in other refpefts exactly as the Lon- 
dm Shilling ; the (mailer Piece having 
the Value exprefs'd by Figures on the 
Reverfe, as the former. There was alfo, 
in this thirteenth Year, Half Crowns, 
Shillings and Sixpences, of Sir Carhery 
Price, .or Sir Htmphery Mackwortb's 
Mines in ff^ales % with the Feathers 
betwixt the Shields 5 likewife there were 
Sixpences with the Rofe in the Quar- 
ters, being fiom the Mines in the Weft 
of England, which were coin'd for a 
Trial, Amo i6p<f, but would not 
aniwer, each Shilling (as is report- 
ed) ftanding the Proprietor in five 
Groats.

The Gold Money of this Reign was 
the Guinea and Half Guinea, and 
larger Pieces.

Scepters in the Vacancies, 
and Orange in the Center. One <rf' 
the African Gold has an Eliphant un- 
der the King's Head.
